Pursuant to Jolm Sawhill's letter to me of Aril 15, representatives 
from this Avency net with James Kelley from your Office of Pepulatious 
anil Exergency Planning. The purcose of our reetine was to clari‘y and 
resolve this Acency’s status wider the noter gasoline allocation reculations. 
On 25 March I advisaid vou of ry concern for the aiverse effects the recent 
gasoline shortage hal on the Arency and.of our nead to ensure that a suf- 
ficient and uoninterrumted simply of gasoline be available during critical 
shortages to carry cut this Acency's mission, At that time I recucstet that 
the Central Iatelligence Azency (CIA) be entitled to receive 122 nercent of 
hass period use, net subject to Cw gmpliers' allocation fraction on the 
basis of cur national intelligence mission. 


' A$ you are aware, this Arency must often onerate in an operational envi- 
romment which requires acyplication of arthorities wie to the Acency rather 
than following normal procedures established Ly statute and recalatory avencies. 
This authority is found in the Central Intellisence Act of 1949, 23 anended 
(50 USC 493j). I exnloy such extraordinary authority onlv after making a 
determination that no other course of ection is available, 


The Department of Trerry (MF) resulations have oresented a inicue 
situation to the onerationual units of this Arency. For example, in 1979 
CIA was informed by fuel suppliers that they coui!t not suonly reviired 
amoumts of gasoline due to OE allecation measures. This Acancy inforned 
the suppliers that it possessed reeulsite authority te procure tie necced 
Supplies, iad the suppliers questioned this assertion of autierity, it 
appears that your orumization would have challeaged the assertioa. Clearly. 
such a situatloa mist be precluded by our reaching some agreement as to bow 
this Asency is to operate under preset or modified TOE regulations thar 
protect the essential security of CIA oreretions. 


Joan sorry to rerort that the meeting with the Assistant A‘dinistrator's 
staff did pot resolve the question of this 'cency's status. Ye ware atvisod 
at that tire that the Aceeicy should recucst an Interpretation of the [OF 
Tegulations as they annly to CIA and to Jstermine if euch intersretation 
would rect our Anency's requiretents, I¢ cur status could not be resolved 
by interpretation, it was further sureested that the Avency should petition ' 
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The Honorable Charles W. Duncan, Jr. 


for a rule change to the DOE regulations. In a subsequent telephone conversation 
between our Assistant General Counsel and Mr. William [umk's office, we were 
infonned that the Assistant Gencral Ccunsel for Petroloum Regulation would not 

be sympathetic to such a request. I[ am, therefore, requesting that our need 

for priority éonsideration under the allocation repulations be addressed arain. 

I am hopeful that we can look forward to a constructive and mutually apreeable 
solution which would assure that the Acgncy's status is elevated covsensurate 
with my responsibilities to the President, the Congress, and the National 
Security Council. 


While this Agency has an active energy conservation program an we 
have not experienced any difficulties in obtaining our fuel supplies in 
recent months, these meetings have brought into sharp focus the dilemna 
which the gasoline allocation system creates for the Arcncy. Therefore, 
I am most anxious to pursue this matter. As Director of Central Intelligence, 
I would be reniss in not correcting a situation which could in the future 
jeopardize my responsibility to carry out the mission of this Apency. ‘y staff 
is available to meet with you or your representatives to continue tnese dis- 
cussions at a mitually agreeable time. Thank you for your attention to this . 
matter, 7
